Where does that coffee cup, disposable razor or 
unwanted television end up once it’s tossed to the 
curb? 

Using an electronic tracking device about the 
size of a matchbook, MIT researchers are tagging 
about 3,000 pieces of Seattle trash to get people 
thinking about what they throw away and where 
it ends up, 

“Seeing where your trash goes allows you to 
change your behavior,” said Assaf Biderman, asso- 
ciate director of MIT’s SENSEable City lab and 
a project leader, “WiU you refill a cup instead of 
throwing away a disposable one?” 

Researchers are visiting the homes of hundreds 
of Seattle volunteers to affix electronic tags on 
about lo to 15 pieces of their household trash, such 
as pizza boxes. Styrofoam cups, slippers and scrap 
metal. The volunteers will dispose of the item as 


they normally would. 

The battery-operated smart tags rely on cell 
phone technology to send information back to MIT 
computers, allowing researchers— and the pub- 
lic— to monitor the trash in real-time as it moves 
through the waste stream to its final destination. 

The public will be able to follow the trash migra- 
tion at an exhibit that opens at Seattle’s Central 
Library Sept, 18, 

Jennifer Giltrop of Seattle said she’s curious to 
see what happens to the empty wine bottle, a used 
printer cartridge and a plastic bag that she recently 
had tagged, 

“We know where we purchase our items from, 
but we’re not always as aware of what happens when 
we throw things away,” said Giltrop, 38, who is assis- 
tant director of Seattle’s main library, “We’re aware 
of recycling, but what’s the process?” 

Biderman said the project will allow researchers 


to study in detail how efficiently, or inefficiently, the 
waste removal system works. 

Does recycling end up being recycled rather than 
in the landfill? Does it take weeks rather than hours 
or days for trash picked up from one Seattle neigh- 
borhood to get to the transfer station? 

“ Wfe’re definitely a throwaway society that sets it 
and forgets it,” said Brett Stay planning and devel- 
opment specialist with Seattle Public Utilities, “A 
lot of people forget about what happens to the 
things that they throw away and they don’t really 
factor in their impact,”

Swine flu shots on the way

The nation’s first round of swine flu shots could 
begin sooner than expected, with some vaccine 
available as early as the first week of October, 
Health and Human Services Secretary Kathleen 
Sebelius said Sunday 

Sebelius said she is confident the vaccine will 
be available early enough to beat the peak of the 
expected flu season this fall and that early doses are 
intended for health care workers and other high- 
priority groups. 


“We’re on track to have an ample supply roll- 
ing by the middle of October, But we may have 
some early vaccine as early as the first full week in 
October, We’U get the vaccine out the door as fast 
as it rolls off the production line,” she told ABC’s 
“This Week,” 

The possibility of early shots follows encouraging 
news from last week about the swine flu vaccine. 
Researchers have discovered that one dose instead 
of two could be enough for healthy adults, and pro- 
tection could begin once vaccinated within 10 days 


instead of three weeks, 

“That’s great, which means we’ll have a lot more 
vaccine,” she said, 

Sebelius said the vaccine doses will be distribut- 
ed immediately to designated locations across the 
country once they are available, 

“Every state has a plan saying these are the sites to 
get the vaccine as quickly as possible into people’s 
arms. That’s where the distribution will go,” she said, 
“So, the first week in October, we expect some of 
the vaccine to begin to roll, and by mid-October, to 
have the kind of supplies we were talking about. But 
we may have some available earlier. And we’ll get it 
out to states as fast as it comes off the production 
lines,” Sebelius said.

Oprah Winfrey said Sunday she was open to 
the idea of going to Copenhagen next month to 
help Chicago sell its bid for the 2016 Summer 
Olympics.

Investigation continues 
into Blago adviser’s death

Country Club Hills Mayor Dwight Welch said 
Sunday that the girlfriend of Christopher Kelly 
has “lawyered up” and is no longer talking to 
police investigating the Saturday death of former 
Gov Rod Blagojevich’s one-time top adviser. 

Meanwhile, the Cook County medical exam- 
iner’s office said following an autopsy that deter- 
mining the cause and manner of Kelly’s death was 
“pending further studies,” meaning officials need 
to conduct additional investigations to officially 
rule whether Kelly committed suicide. 

At a morning press conference, Welch also said 
police are searching for a man who went to Oak 
Forest Hospital while Kelly was being treated in 
the emergency room and claimed to be Kelly’s 
friend. The man, described by the mayor as a 
white male with gray hair, was looking for Kelly’s 
black Cadillac Escalade, which apparently was used to take Kelly to 
the hospital. 

Welch said police were called from Oak Forest Hospital at 2:58 
a.m. Saturday to interview Kelly and his girlfriend, who identified 
herself as Clarissa Flores of Chicago. She told police she was Kelly’s 
girlfriend and had driven Kelly to the hospital. He was later trans- 
ported to Stroger Hospital at 4:15 a.m. and pronounced dead at 
10:46 a.m. Saturday 

“Based on what the victim said to the officer at the hospital we are 
fairly certain of that {that it was an attempted suicide],” said Welch. 


Welch said the police who responded to Oak 
Forest found the girlfriend and a man claiming to 
be an acquaintance in the waiting room as Kelly 
was being treated for an apparent overdose. The 
girlfriend made an initial statement to police but 
has since gotten an attorney and stopped talking 
to investigators. 

Flores’ attorney, Terry Gillespie, was irate over 
Welch’s comments to the media, describing it as 
“unconscionable grandstanding.” 

Welch had complained that police are not 
being “given the whole truth” by Kelly’s girlfriend, 
who he identified as Clarissa Flores-Buhelos. 

Welch made a point of displaying her driver’s 
license to reporters, even spelling out her name, 
giving her address and showing her date of 
birth. 

“Flores has lawyered up, she’s hired an attorney 
and is no longer speaking to the police,” Welch said. 

Reached by phone Sunday, a distraught-sounding Flores declined 
to comment, other than to sigh and say “Tbu know” when asked 
how she’s doing. 

“It’s unconscionable grandstanding, is what it is,” Gillespie said, 
adding that Flores was only pursuing her constitutional right to have 
an attorney present during her conversations with police. “I called 
the {Country Club Hills police] lieutenant’s office this morning, 
and the Chicago police. Apparently, they’re too busy having press 
conferences.”

Shoe-hurling reporter 
to be released in Iraq 


□ BAGHDAD The family of the Iraqi jour- 
nalist who threw his shoes at former 
President George W. Bush is preparing a fes- 
tive welcome for the TV reporter, who is to 
be released from prison Monday after nine 
months behind bars. 

At his family’s home in Baghdad on Sunday, 
relatives of Muntadhar al-Zeidi were already 
celebrating, waving Iraqi flags and hanging 
balloons and posters of the reporter on the 
walls. 

Al-Zeidi, a little-known reporter for a small 
Iraqi TV station, became an icon for many 


in the Arab world in a single moment last 
December. As Bush and Iraq’s prime minis- 
ter addressed a news conference, the reporter 
jumped from his seat and hurled his shoes at 
the American president. 

Bush was unhurt but forced to duck. Al- 
Zeidi shouted at him in Arabic, “This is your 
farewell kiss, you dog! This is from the wid- 
ows, the orphans and those who were killed 
in Iraq.” 

Many throughout the Middle East felt the 
protest reflected their own frustration and 
bitterness over the war in Iraq and the U.S. 


occupation. His act was widely celebrated 
and even inspired Internet games and T-shirts 
and led some to try to offer their daughters to 
him in marriage. 

The 30 -year-old al-Zeidi’s family says he 
might use his newfound celebrity status to 
promote humanitarian causes such as the 
rights of orphans and women. 

His employer, Al-Baghdadiya TV, expects 
he will return to work as a television reporter 
for the station, though some have questioned 
how he would be able to work again as a jour- 
nalist in Iraq.

Body may be 
missing student 

NEW HAVEN, Conn. Police on Sunday said they 
found what they believe is the body of a Yale 
University graduate student and bride-to-be hid- 
den inside the wall of a university building where 
she was last seen five days before. 

New Haven Assistant Police Chief Peter 
Reichard said officials are presuming the body was 
that of doctoral student Annie Le, who has been 
the focus of a massive police search since Tuesday 
“It hasn’t been positively identified as of this 
time,” Reichard told reporters Sunday night. 
“However, we are assuming it is her ... so we are 
treating it as a homicide.” 

Yale President Richard Levin offered support 
to Le’s family and her fiance, Columbia University 
graduate student Jonathan Widawsky The couple 
was to marry Sunday in Syosset, N. Y. 

“The family and fiance and friends now must 
suffer the additional ordeal of waiting for the 
body to be positively identified,” Levin said. “I 
met earlier this evening with Annie’s family, with 
her fiance and his family and I conveyed to them 
all the deeply felt support of the entire university 
community”

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Jay Cutler looks shaky as Bears 
lose heartbreaker to Packers

GREEN BAY A star quarterback made the key play when his team needed 
it most. 

Unfortunately for Bears fans, it was Green Bay’s Aaron Rodgers and 
not Jay Cutler. 

Rodgers brought the Packers back late in the fourth quarter, heaving 
a 50 -yard touchdown pass to Greg Jennings with i:ii remaining to give 
Green Bay a 21-15 victory over the Bears in the season opener for both 
teams Sunday night. 

Facing third-and-i at the 50 -yard line, Rodgers faked play action and 
heaved a rainbow of a throw deep to Jennings, who ran in for the go- 
ahead score. Rodgers found Jennings again for a 2-point conversion. 

Rodgers finished i7-of-28 for 184 yards for the Packers, and his big 
throw ruined the debut of Cutler, who had a career-worst four intercep- 
tions. 

After throwing three interceptions in the first half. Cutler settled 
down to lead the Bears to a touchdown and a field goal in the third quar- 
ter, giving the Bears a 12-10 lead. 


But the Bears’ head-scratching fake punt 
attempt early in the fourth quarter gave the 
ball back to Packers deep in Bears territory, and 
Mason Crosby hit a 3 9 -yard field goal to give 
Green Bay a 13-12 lead with 10:10 left. 

Cutler answered with a drive for a 21-yard 
field goal by Robbie Gould to give the Bears 
a 15-13 lead. Rodgers got the ball back at the 
Green Bay 28 with 2:28 left and quickly drove 
the Packers to midfield, where he made the 
decisive throw to Jennings. 

Rodgers generally had a successful first sea- 


son as a starter last year, but was criticized by 
some fans for not coming through in some key 
late-game situations— although the Packers 
often were put in bad positions by an inept 
defense. 

That wasn’t a problem Sunday night as Green 
Bay got steady pass rush pressure out of its 
revamped 3-4 alignment under new defensive 
coordinator Dom Capers, forcing Cutler to 
scramble out of trouble all night. Cutler made 
plenty of trouble for himself from there, mak- 
ing poor decisions under pressure. 


For all the pregame discussion about Cutler’s 
arrival in Chicago after an off-season trade 
from Denver, and the potential potency of 
Green Bay’s offense in Rodgers’ second year 
as a starter, few would have guessed the score 
with less than six minutes left in the first half:

So we’re not buying pencil cases 
like we used to at this time of 
year, but that doesn’t mean we’ve 
lost our zest for learning. Each 
week, we’ll look to local experts to 
school you about everything from 
fashion to drinking to food. 


All about oysters 

Oysters have a lot going for them. 
Farmed oysters are sustainable, get- 
ting the green light on the Shedd 
Aquarium’s Right Bite list. They’re 
also chock full of iron and several 
other vitamins and minerals. And 
according to LaHaie, there’s some 
truth to that rumor about their 
aphrodisiac qualities. 

But when you’re confronted with 
a menu of a dozen or more options, 
oysters are just plain intimidating. 
The simple key to knowing what to 
order is knowing the basic species. 
Of the five major species grown 
and harvested in the U,S,, the most 
common are the East Coast oyster, 
crassostrea virginica, and the West 
Coast or Pacific oyster, crassostrea 
gigas. West Coast oysters have a

Few Chicago restaurants know oys- 
ters like Shaw’s Crab House (21 E, 

Hubbard St, 312-527-2722), The River 
North restaurant sells as many as 
4,000 of the slippery little bivalves in 
an average week— and at the height of 
the season in October, the number is 
more like 10,000 or 12,000, During 
Shaw’s Oyster Fest (Oct, 19-23), 
they’ve been known to move 10,000 
in a single day. So for our oyster edu- 
cation, we turned to Shaw’s partner 
Steve LaHaie, the man responsible 
for taking the restaurant’s then-fledg- 
ling oyster program to the next level 
in the late ’80s and early ’90s, 


deeper cup and plumper meat than 
their longer, flatter Atlantic counter- 
parts, According to LaHaie, they also 
tend to be crisper and brink r, with 
clearer liquor (that’s the term for the 
liquid that remains in the shell). 

Other U,S, species include 
Kumamoto, European flat and 
Olympic, Kumamoto, native to Japan 
but farm-raised on the West Coast, 
is smaller with a deep cup and plump 
meat, “They’ve got this crunchy, crisp 
sort of flavor,” says LaHaie, ‘And it 
really, to me, is one of the best oysters 
you can have,” 

European flat oysters, native to 
Erance, have a distinct coppery, metal- 
lic flavor. Because of their strength, 
LaHaie cautions that they’re not the 
best choice for beginners, “%u’ve 
really got to be an oyster lover to like 
these oysters,” 

The Olympic oyster has a toned- 
down version of that unique mineral 
taste, Olympic oysters are quite small 
and take five or six years to develop, 
so they’re less common on menus. 

Slurp It up 

By the time a raw oyster makes it to 
your table, someone else has done the 
hard work of cleaning and shucking. 


It should be served resting in its shell 
with a bit of its liquor and ready to 
slurp— just pick it up between your 
thumb and index finger and pour it 
into your mouth. Be sure to chew a 
few times to get the full flavor. If you 
don’t receive a shell bowl to discard 
your empty shells, turn the shell over 
and put it back on the serving plate. 
Popular accompaniments include 
lemon, fresh horseradish, cock- 
tail sauce and mignonette, a classic 
Erench mixture of shallots, white 
pepper, and red wine or champagne 
vinegar, which has a palate-cleansing 
effect. Whether you take your oys- 
ters straight up or with a bit of sauce 
is purely a matter of personal prefer- 
ence, If you’re torn, do what LaHaie 
does: Put a bit of sauce on a saltine 
and eat it after slurping your oyster. 
Though many people enjoy beer 
with oysters, any beverage that cuts 
through the brininess of an oyster 
without competing with it is appro- 
priate, “I like white wines with them,” 
says LaHaie, who’s partial to a Erench 
muscadet. Clean, crisp wines such as 
pinot gris are also good choices,

Oyster season is almost upon us. 
“Typically, the best oysters are from 
late September through the end of 
April,” says LaHaie. Oysters can’t be 
harvested during spawning season, 
and since oysters spawn when 
water temperature rises, cycles vary 
based on geography. Malpeque, 
an East Coast oyster (crassostrea 
virginica) from Prince Edward 
Island where waters never get 
terribly warm, are available during 
Chicago summers, for example. 

So are oysters from the Southern 
Hemisphere. Meanwhile, their West 
Coast counterparts are spawning 
like mad in warm summer waters 
and can’t be harvested until fall. But 
even if all the oysters in the world 
decided to spawn at once, you 
wouldn’t have to go without: There’s 
a tripioid oyster bred to have three 
sets of chromosomes instead of 
two, which leaves them sterile.

someday, but never actually thought it would happen,” But West 
ruined her moment when he jumped on stage and protested, 

“Taylor, I’m really happy for you, and I’m gonna let you finish, 
but Beyonce had one of the best videos of all time,” he said, 
as a shocked Beyonce looked on and the crowd began 
to boo West, 

A crestfallen Swift didn’t finish her speech 
until Beyonce invited her back onstage at the 
end of the night.

“Thriller,” His sister Janet also recreated the moves from “Scream,” 
their only video together. 

The tribute wasn’t the only moment where Jackson’s presence 
was felt. The network also aired a brief premiere of the trailer for 
“This Is It,” the documentary about Jackson’s preparations for his 
comeback concerts that were to be held in London, The film is due 
to come out in October, 

Brand also paid tribute to the King of Pop: “Tonight is dedicated 
to the great Michael Jackson,” Brand, in a top hat, told the audi- 
ence, “Let’s honor Michael tonight by loving one another in his 
memory” 

Lady Gaga— who arrived at the show wearing a gold mask right
